Say ''Bayer" and Insist ! 


•When Gov. Walton threw down his challenge to 


the Ku Klux Klan in Oklahoma there was a chance for 
that rare and useful happening in politics, a clear-cut 
fight on an issue too plain to be misunderstood. The Klan 
had permeated the administration of justice thruout the 
State; it had been guilty of hideous and unjust mob out- 
rages': it had virtually suspended constitutional govern- 
ment in many localities. Walton courageously set out to 
restore the sovereignty of Oklahoma. 


"Had he been less impatient he might have gained 


the popular verdict, for in Oklahoma, as elsewhere, there 
are more citizens opposed to lawlessness than in favor of 
it. But the Governor was not content to wear the enemy 
down by legal means. 
He wanted a quick and drastic 


victory. Having found military law a useful instrument 
in Tulsa County he applied it recklessly elsewhere, bring- 
ing down on his own head the charge of despotism and 
unnecessary nullification of personal rights and constitu-j 
rional liberties. 
"Instead of awaiting with calmness a session of tne 


Legislature illegally called to consider his impeachment,, 
he made the affair serious by sending out the militia to 
disperse the lawmakers. 
Instead of viewing with phil- 


osophy the approach of an election of doubtful legality, 
he threatened bloodshed to prevent the balloting. Nat- 
urally, the issue was and is totally obscured to the good 
people of Oklahoma. 
They were not sure whether the 


Klan or the Governor was the more highhanded and 
dangerous to their institutions. A large majority stayed 
at home, doubtless unwilling to sanction either the Klan 
or the methods of the Governor. 
Many who supported 


the impeachment initiative wo.uld have voted the other 
way had the issue lain between the Klan and the Consti- 
tution rather than between the Klan and an autocratic 
Executive. 
"Yet the Walton campaign has not been entirely in- 


effective. 
The pledge given by Campbell Russell, 


acknowledged spokesman for the Klan, that the order 
will unmask as soon as Walton is impeached, is only one 
indication of the uncomfortable plight of Klan members 
who have found it impossible to remain anonymous with 
the publicity spotlight playing on them. 
The unmasking 


may not occur, but it is certain that the more respectable 
and influential members will quietly get out of the organi- 
zation as soon as possible. In the long run it does not 
pay to be linked with the worst elements of the com- 
munity. 
For this reason the row has not been without 


its value. 


"Moreover, as the legal points in question begin to 


come up in the courts the power and prestige of the Ku 
Klux Klan are sure to wane. Legal cases are attended 
with a certain amount of detailed examination which will 
cause writhing and no little remorse among those who 
have been inclined to tolerate the order as a force for 
righteousness. The legality of the election is still to be 
established. Even more doubtful is the legality of call- 
ing by members of the Lower House of the session of 
the Legislature for Oct. 17. The only authority for call- 
ing that session is an amendment to the Constitution 
adopted at an election the results of which have not been 
certified. 


"The session of the Legislature called by Gov. Wal- 


ton for Oct. 11 to investigate the Ku Klux Klan will in- 
evitably corne to nothing or to no more than a whitewash 
of the Klan. The Legislature can either make a per- 
functory inquiry or adjourn to Oct. 17 and proceed on 
that date to consider the impeachment of the Governor. 
At present the people arc with the Legislature and the 
Legislature is with the Klan. Gov. Walton seems slated 
inevitably for retirement. He has played his hand badly. 
He has lo?i personally and by his errors of tact and 
judgment has injured his cause. 
On the other hand, it 


was a heakr.y quarrd he .started. 
The Klan emerges 


from it badly sr.akcn 
It will never be the same Klan 


again."'
